2. Claims 1 -3, 5-7, 1 1 -1 2, 1 7, 1 9-20, 22-23, 25, 27, 30-34, 36-39, 52-54, 56-58, 61 , 
66, 68-69, 71-72, 74, 76, 79, 80-83, 85-88, 101-109, 1 10-129 are currently pending and 
have been fully examined. 

Election/Restriction 

3. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. §121 and §372. 

4. This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

5. In accordance with 37 CFR §1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

6. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. §121: 

I. Claims 1-3, 5-7, 11-12, 17, 19-20, 22-23, 25, 27, 30-34, 36-39, 52-54, 56- 
58, 61 , 66, 68-69, 71-72, 74, 76, 79, 80-83, 85-88 are drawn to user 
authentication, classified in Class 713, Subclass 170; 

II. Claims 1 01 -1 09 are drawn to data authentication, classified in Class 71 3, 
Subclass 161; 

III. Claims 110-119, 122-129 are drawn to information security, classified in 
Class 726, Subclass 26; 

IV. Claims 120-121 are drawn to storing data, classified in Class 707, 
Subclass 1 ; 
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7. The inventions are distinct, each from the other, because of the following 
reasons: 

8. Inventions I through IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not 
overlap in scope and are not obvious variants, and it is shown that at least one 
subcombination is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has 
separate utility such as user authentication, subcombination II has a separate utility 
such as data authentication, subcombination III has a separate utility as information 
security, Subcombination IV has a separate utility such as data storing. See MPEP 
§806.05(d). 

9. The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where Applicants elects a subcombination and claims thereto as subsequently found 

allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
§1.104. See MPEP §821 .04(a). 

1 0. Because the inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

1 1 . Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 
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(a) the inventions liave acquired a separate status in tine art in view of tlieir 
different classification; 

(b) the invention have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the invention require a different field of search (for example, searching 
different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 
another invention; 

(e) the invention are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 
§101 and/or 35 U.S.C. §112, 1st paragraph.
